paper u incas. The theaters aud clubs 
received bulletins, the two congressional 
hi ndquarters had special wires and long 
distance telephone service for those 
who were lignring up tho result of the 
battle for the control of the next house 
of representatives. 
Many of 
the cabinet officers and 
higher officials of tho governm ent had 
gone home to vote and owing to the ab­ 
sence of the president, who traveled to 
Ohio to deposit his ballot, there was not 
the brilliant gathering of political not­ 
ables at the W hite Hou-e, which has as­ 
sembled then- frequently upon sim ilar 
occasions in the past. 
But the returns 
were received a t the W hite House and 
Closely tabulated in the belief that some 
of tile other cabinet officers m ight drop 
in for late advices, Secretary of Agr*, 
culture Wilson being the only one who 
came to tile executive mansion early 
Secretaries Hay, Alger and Gage. the 
other members of the cabinet in the 
city, rema ned at their homes through­ 
out tun early portion of the evening 
aud received the returns by telephone 
Perhaps in 110 city in the country out. 
side of the FJmpire state was the result 
of the gubernatorial confest there of 
such interest as iii v\ashiugron, where 
Colonel Roosevelt has spent half a 
dozen yours as civil service commis­ 
sioner aud assistant secretary of the 
navy aud where he is so well known.

refused to receive us in his official robes, 
a rank discourtesy to which we refused 
to submit. Tho wily oriental was com­ 
pelled to don his gorgeous silks, but he 
cunningly retorted that he did it for the 
purpose of speeding us on our way. He 
had his revenge, however. Outside the 
town the coolies refused to a coom pany 
us further unless we paid all expenses 
in full aud in advanoe in native coin. I 
could not change my silver money into 
copper, and the natives barricaded us 
for two days until my servant procured 
change of the native currency We were 
then allowed to proceed." 
. The cyclists did uot find the roads in 
China at all suited to travel. The fa­ 
mous great stone road from Peking to 
Yan Nan Foo, built over 1,000 years 
ago, is 
absolutely impracticable for 
wheelmen The stones are almost as big 
as traveling trunks and the crevices be­ 
tween them are often two feet wide. 
Dr. Mcllrath and bis wife found that 
the best tracks were the embankments 
between the rioefields, which stretch for 
miles and miles along the country. 
In 
India the roads were much better. From 
Calcutta to Lahore they rode 1,600 
miles over the grand trunk road, built 
by the princes of Delhi centuries ago. 
It proved an excellent stretch for cy­ 
cling. It is a macadam road, originally 
constructed as a military highway 
It 
has uowhere a rise of more than 400 
feet. In Persia, as it appeared from the 
continuation of the doctor’s narrative, 
Mrs. Mcllrath met with a calamity that 
tested her nerve aud pluck. 
“From the village of Soh we were 
anxious to press on to Teheran, the cap­ 
ital of Persia, as Mrs. Mcllrath wished 
to attend the Christmas ball of the Brit­ 
ish legation. There were two feet of 
snow on the earth. We could travel on 
our wheels only at the rate of two miles 
an bour aud bad 26 miles to go. 
We 
abandoned our wheels at 6 o’clock. 
Mrs. Mcllrath suddenly realized that 
her feet were frostbitten We had been 
following the telegraph wires up the 
mountain, but the wires left tho sum­ 
mit in a span and the road went down 
the mountain side zigzag. There was 
nothing to do bat wait. 
I told my men 
who had gone on ahead to return for as 
if we did not arrive at the next village 
at a curtain hour. 
My men returned 
with horses at midnight, and we reached 
the village uext morning. I thought my 
wife would have to lose both feet, but 
fortunately she did uot. This adventure 
kept us five weeks in the snow 
It was 
the time that we were lost to the world 
and inquiries after us were sent to 
American consuls at different points. ” 
At Etchtuiadzin the bicyclists were 
turned back by the Russian officials, 
and they had to travel by way of Ba 
turn, but once they reached Europe the 
journey was nothing but a pleasure 
trip. 
Mrs. Mcllrath 
has gained 16 
pounds in weight, and the doctor de­ 
clares himself iu fine form. 
Their 
wheels had to have a third set of tires 
and three sets of chains.—New York 
World.

D a rw in M cllrath 
arrived in Now York Get 
l l on (tie last 
lap of their world girdling cycling tonr 
Two years and eight m onths ag o — to be 
exact, on April IO, 1806— the adven­ 
turous couple left Chicago bent on niuk 
ing a complete circuit of the globe 
awheel, aud all that now remains of 
their tusk is the journey to the Windy 
City 
The Belgian steam er PenuJaud 
brought them here from Southampton, 
and to a reporter who m et them on their 
arrival the doctor and his pretty wife 
gave many details of their interesting 
j and hazardous ride. 
Since leaving Chicago tin* cyclists 
' have ridden 26,200 and some odd miles. 
They walked over 6,000 miles, and no 
account has been taken of the mileage 
j covered by boat and steam* r 
Mrs Mc- 
flrath iH a pretty, petite brunette 
She 
j speaks w ith the utmost enthusiasm of 
lu r trip. 
She had only two weeks in 
w hich to prepare for the journey and in 
that tim e she had to learn to ride so as 
I to he able to accompany her husband 
I “ Our adventure seems like a dream ,’ 
; she said “ I enjoyed it immensely, hut 
I aru glad to get hack to America 
again. ” 
From Chicago ti e doctor and 
his wife rode to San Francisco, aud 
from there they embarked for Japan, 
after which they wheeled their way i 
through the Celestial Kingdom. Burma, 
I India, Persia, tho home of theM uhutm a. 
Russia, across Europe to England and 
from there by steam er to America aud 
home 
“ O nr greatest difficulties were when 
going through China, “ said Dr. M cll­ 
rath. 
“ Between Sbuu-King aud Wan- 
shien we were under the protection of 
the Chinese authorities, but that fact 
did not prevent us from being molested 
on several occasions. 
At our stopping 
places at the end of each day’s journey 
we were tho guests of the leading C hi­ 
nese of the place. 
Once our host was a 
m andalic 
from the Canton province 
who had been expelled for having sanc­ 
tioned the m urder of a missionary 
He 
refused to receive us in his official robes, 
a rank discourtesy to which we refused 
to subm it 
Tho w ily oriental was com­ 
pelled to don hiH gorgeous silks, but he 
cunningly retorted that be did it for the 
purpose of speeding us on our way. He 
had his revenge, however. 
Outside the 
town the coolies refused to accompany 
us farther unless we paid all expenses 
in full aud in advance in native coin. I 
could not chunga my silver money into 
copper, and the natives barricaded us 
for tw o days until my servant procured 
change of the native currency We were 
then allowed to proceed.’’ 
. The cyclists did not find the roads in 
China at all suited to travel. 
The fa­ 
mous great stone road from Peking to 
Yon Nan Foo, built over 1,000 years 
ago, is 
absolutely im piacticabJe for 
wheelmen The stones are alm ost as big 
as traveling trunks,,aud the crevices be­ 
tween them are often two feet wide. 
Dr. M cllrath and bis wife found that 
the best traoks were the embankments 
between the rioetields, which stretch for 
miles and m iles along the country. 
In 
India the roads were much better. From 
Calcutta to Lahore 
they rode 1,600 
miles over the grand trunk road, built 
by the princes of Delhi centuries ago. 
It proved an excellent stretch for cy­ 
cling. It is a macadam load, originally 
constructed as a m ilitary highway 
It 
has nowhere a rise of more than 400 
feet In Persia, as it appeared from the 
continuation of the doctor’s narrative, 
Mrs. M cllrath met w ith a calam ity th at 
tested her nerve and pluok. 
“ From the village of Soh we were 
anxious to press on to Teheran, the cap­ 
ital of Persia, as Mrs. M cllrath wished 
to attend the Christm as ball of the B rit­ 
ish legation. 
There were two feet of 
snow on the earth. 
We could travel on 
our wheels only at the rate of two miles 
an hour aud had 26 miles to go. 
We 
abandoned our wheels at 6 o ’clock. 
Mrs. M cllrath suddenly realized that 
her feet were frostbitten 
We had been 
following the telegraph wires up the 
m ountain, hut the wires loft the sum ­ 
m it iu a span and the road went. down 
the m ountain side zigzag. 
There was 
nothing to do hat wait. 
I told my men 
who had gone on ahead to return for us 
if we did not arrive at the next village 
at a certain hour. 
My men returned 
w ith horses a t m idnight, and we reached 
the village next morning. I thought my 
wife would have to lose both feet, but 
fortunately she did not. This adventure 
kept us five weeks in the snow 
It was 
the tim e that we were lost to the world 
and inquiries after us were sent to 
American consuls at different points. ’’ 
At Etchiuiadzin the bicyclists were 
turned back by the Russian officials, 
and they had to travel by way of Ba 
turn, but once they reached Europe the 
journey was nothing but a pleasure 
trip

has gained

Tho safe­ 
guards prefigured in vaccination found 
in the germ theories of disease and the 
prophylactic methods deduced from it 
a promise of almost incredible marvels. 
Much has been 
path of human discovery, lint it is only 
a beginning 
But it is not so much iii 
isolated and sporadic cases as in the 
prevention of epidemics that the im ­ 
m ediate trium phs of preventive science 
were to be expected. 
If. is in this light 
that comment on the life of tho lam ent­ 
ed Colonel George E Waring, recently 
cut down in the prime of a splendid 
career, is of .-ped a I interest. 
This rem arkable man. whose genius 
for sanitary engineering placed him at 
tho head of ins piofession. was called 
by tho city of Memphis after the awful 
scourge of yellow fever about 
2 0 years 
ago to devise a now system of drainage 
with special reference to the prevention 
of epidemics. He was so successful that 
Memphis has been practically imm une 
since that tim e 
He achieved an up 
proximate feat in New Orleans, though 
the riveiine conditions of the city pre­ 
vented the most complete application 
of the theory which underlay his plans 
It is a distressing irony of fate that in 
his recomioi seance of the field prepara­ 
tory to the campaign which he was de- 
pnted to undertake against the disease 
‘by carrying the war into Africa” he 
should have been the victim of the fatal 
germ which ripened in his blood im m e­ 
diately on his return. It is understood, 
however, that his plan of reorganizing 
drainage and other conditions of m u­ 
nicipal management iii Havana and C u­ 
ban cities in general is complete 
He 
considered the epidemic question as per 
fectly w ithin reasouahie control Should 
his success be as great as it was at 
Memphis, it will be “ a m onument more 
enduring than brouze, a pyramid more 
stately than royal edifice ’ 
In such 
manner and by the perfecting of street 
cleaning methods, a brauch of sanitary 
work which the object lesson of Colonel 
W aring’s life has taught so vividly, the 
solution of the problem is properly de­ 
fined 
The disappearance of 
the 
“ black 
death' 
from Europe, where it once 
raged so fearfully a t recurrent periods, 
and the reappearance of the analogous 
bubonic plague in Bombay and other 
Indian cities where conditions make 
city cleanliness ulinost impossible speak 
for themselves are facts laden w ith eug 
gestion 
In a1) regions of the world 
where it is possible to enforce scientific 
regulations by law it is reasonably sure 
th at the day of effective safeguard 
against epidemic pests is not far distant

W hen organism s 
act on a neutral solution, they tra n s ­ 
form it into au active one by selective 
absorption of one set of the com ponent 
parts. O rganism s alone produce isolated 
bodies of rig h t and left handed asym ­ 
m etry 
It also appears to be the case 
th at in artificially form ed organic bod­ 
ies tho tw in halves are in such equal 
proportion th a t they neutralize each 
other 
Professor Z app applies to these facts 
a peculiar sort of reasoning

great that habit—that god of wrongdo­ 
in g—w ill have no effect on them ; it 
promises a m ental developm ent as yet 
nnapproaohed and governed as abso­ 
lutely as an engine is governed by its 
engineer. 
And the im m ensely important in ­ 
fluence which is at work toward the im ­ 
provement o f the race is the increasing 
belief in the importance of rational 
physical exercise.

to come so ably and so persistently. 
These closing years of the nineteenth 
century m ight well be spoken of as the 
age of prophecy. 
It is good th at we are 
dream ing these dream s—th at we are 
such optim ists—for the dream s will come 
tr a e ; there is reason for oar optimism. 
The dreams are not guess work, for oar 
prophecy nowadays is as m ach an exact 
science as the astrologers of old falsely 
claimed theirs to be. 
And it is broader, 
grander in its tro th than anything in 
their falsehood could possibly be. 
It 
promises not for the individual, bat for 
all m ankind; not revenge for hated 
Wrongs or conquest of one people by 
another, but universal good ; not wealth 
for one m an, one woman or a com­ 
m unity or nation, but physical perfec­ 
tion and m ental marvelonsnoss for the 
entire hum an race. 
Science promises, for instance, the ex 
term ination of all organic disease* .b at 
one, and a race so strong th at disease will 
only accidentally exist; 
it 
promises 
a 
great decrease 
in 
the 
crim inal 
tendency, and thus less sin ; it prom- 
iHeq men and women of will power so 
great th at habit—th at god of wrongdo­ 
ing—will have no effect on th e m ; it 
promises a m ental developm ent as yet 
nu approach en and governed as abso­ 
lutely as an engine is governed by its 
engineer. 
And the imm ensely im portant in ­ 
fluence which is at work tow ard the im ­ 
provem ent of the race is the increasing 
belief in the im portance of rational 
physical exercise. 
In these days of 
great concentration in cities it is partic­ 
ularly necessary th at this should be un­ 
derstood. 
And, it is particularly neces­ 
sary th at it should bo understood, th at 
the school is the true place for physical 
culture. 
There ought to be no more delay in 
this m atter of physical education in the 
schools. 
Prom pt and vigorous steps 
should be taken to acquaint parents 
w ith little knowledge of this great sub­ 
ject. 
For hundreds of years the m eutal 
training of youth has been a m atter of 
careful thought aud stndy, and no ef­ 
fort is spared to secure the bast advant­ 
ages of all the teaching (of the past. 
Bat with the past before h im ; w ith its 
m any great men—not always to be sure, 
but often—men 
whose 
bodies were 
sturdy, 
and 
equal 
to the tremen­ 
dous 
task 
which 
their 
great 
activity of m ind led them willingly to 
assume he is encouraged and urged to 
keep his m ind under continual pressure 
for m any long hours daily, and every 
incentive is brought to make the most 
of him in this direction.

C h e m ic a l P r o o f o f G o d . 


A singular argum ent was recently 
pn floated before the British Association 
in advocacy of the existence of supreme 
intelligence by Professor Zapp 
Long 
ago Pastern discovered the connection 
between the visible activity of certain 
chemical bodies and a peculiar asym ­ 
metry in their structure, like the rela­ 
tion between the right and left hand, 
where the w ant of symmetry ie strictly 
complementary 
When 
light 
passes 
through solutions of bodies w ith m ole­ 
cules in tw in pairs, it is unaffected. 
When the solution has an excess of 
right or left baud structures, light is 
twisted accordingly 
When organism s 
act on a neutral solution, they tran s­ 
form it into an active one by selective 
absorption of one set of the component 
parts. Organisms alone produce isolated 
bodies of right and left handed asym ­ 
m etry 
It also appears to be the case 
that in artificially formed organic bod­ 
ies the tw in halves are in such equal 
proportion that they neutralize each 
other 
Professor Zapp applies to these facts 
a peculiar sort of reasoning 
Chemists 
are able throngh the help of tho m icro­ 
scope to pick out and combine these 
asym m etric molecules in compounding 
pairs and so to make optically active 
bodies. Here is the operation of man, a 
living organism, acting 
through the 
microscope to produce active organisms. 
Ar tho first beginning of life there most 
have been some selective agency com­ 
parable to the action of the chemist 
w ith his microscope This was the thing 
to be demonstrated. The reader may be 
left to him self to decide how far the 
learned professor proves his point 
But 
it may be remarked in passing that it 
is to the infinite satisfaction of man 
that he has far more conclusive reasons 
for believing in a first cause than any 
which can tie deduced from molecular 
chem istry

W a s h in g t o n , N ov. 9.—T h e advices 
that have come to hand from Paris so 
far are said to be rather encouraging 
than file reverse, aud there in a disposi­ 
tion bel*? to agree to the statement 
rather curiously made by the Spanish 
calinu t thai th*re will be three or four 
meetings of the joint peace commis­ 
sion. 
'I hts is taken as an indication 
that the Spaniards themselves are not 
looking lur a break in the negotiations, 
but rather exp ct a peaceful conclusion 
in a short time. 
I ne foreign bondholders have at last 
moved formally to protect their inter 
esth in Cuba and Porto Hico. 
The im 
tial steps have been taken through the 
agency ol the French embassy, which, 
iii this case. acts no longer as the repre­ 
sentative of the Spanish government, 
but tor I*rend] subjects. 
Through the 
embassy a most formidable statement 
has been presented to the state depart- 
partment, bring an account of the vari- 
ous cqiauish bonds owned by drench 
citizens cnatgeable against the terri­ 
tory neither seized or get free by the act 
of the United States government. The 
sum total of these bonds run up far into 
the millions. 
.lust wtiat it is expected shall ba dom 
with them is not made clear.

United States government of course 
will not pay them, but it may bo that 
tim Fr. m il government looks to it to 
cause the independent government of 
Cuba to absume liability for redemption 
of the bonds charged against that isl­ 
and when that gusernment shalt have 
been duly installed by the act of the 
I rn ted .states government. 
Ii is probab e that other holders of 
like bonds, German and Bimah, wit! 
take similar steps to have their claims 
brought through their representatives 
to the attention of the United States 
government, aud it may even be that 
the holders of such bonds in Spain, 
though Spanish citizens, will take a 
like course, which would present a 
novel cia til upon the generosity of the 
United States government.
